The nuclear plant ts located on the Pacific coast near 
San Luis Obispo. It is also only two and one half miles 
from the San Simeon Hosgrn fault zone, which could have 
an ¢ arthquake eight to ten times stronger than the plant 
was designed to withstand 

The actual blockade of the plant began only a week 
ago, vel opposition to it has been present tor some time 
Vide studies of the plant have been « onducted since the 
plans to construct the nuclear power station were an 
nounced. One site PG&E chose was at Be dega Bay, 1000 
leet from the San Andreas fault. Many ( alifornans began 
to see that the legal intervention process was long, costly 
and biased towards industry. The Abalone Alhance was

Abalone Alliance Fights Diablo Plant 


lhe Alliance is a group made of up people of all ages 
from every region of California and other states. Ca. 
nadians, West Germans and other foreigners are also 
involved. Nuclear power 18 a global concern, Nuclear 
plants have been slowed, stopped and discontinued due to 
massive protests by people at sites in West Germany and 
throughout Europe. Some members of the media and 
representatives from PG&E are saying the Diablo Canyon 
protest 1s only symbohc. The Alliance and loca! -esidents 
are serious about accidents that could occur at Diablo and 
have vowed, “the blockade will go on as long as one 
person is left to put their body on the line.” 

The “lack” of protester turnout reflects the apathy 
among those who believe they will not be effected by the 
plant 

In a recent evening television news broadc ast, students 
of CSUS were interviewed. Most opinions expressed 
I don't: are” to “the plant does not effect me 
it is down in Southern California.” The protesters know 
different. According toa U.S. government study, a major 
nuclear power plant accident could kill 45,000 people, 
injure 100,000, blanket over 30,000 square miles with 
radioac tive pomons and cause $1 i bilhon property dam 


ranged irom 


age. Radiation from the plant could contaminate Califor 
mas fertile central valleys which produce much of the 
nation’s fruit and vegetable supply. Sacramento would 
directly feel the effects of an accident. The earthquake 
fault near Diablo, now is even a more frightening issue 

The Abalone Alhance is there to bring attention to this 
potential disaster. Their goal is to prevent the operation o! 
the Diablo plant and push for other proven energy 
alternatives. The non-violent protesters are there so that 
one day our children will not wake up one morning to find a 
deadly radiation cloud over their playground 

Those who build and operate nuclear power plants and 
others who choose apathy over concern with the issue. are 


the people to whom the future children of the world will ask

In a bitter defensive struggle last Saturday the score was not surprising 


that a turnover lead to the winning Cal Poly, Pomona defeated the CSUS 


varsity footban ieam 14-7. The loss left the Horents with a 1-1 record so far 


this season 


The key play came mid-way through the third quarter, with the teams tied 


at seven. The Hornet defense stopped Pomona near its own 40-yard line 


when punt returners Brett Satchwell and Marvin Shelly collided while 
attempting to field the kick 
The mishap caused Shelly to tumble and the Bronco's Jim Mullally fell on 


the ball at the CSUS 27-yard-line. Pomona scored the decisive touchdown 


six plays later when the backup quarterback Ben Zabriskie rolled to his right 
from seven yards away 

Shelly felt that a lack of communication led to the turnover. 

“That was my fault. I'm supposed to let Satchewell handle everything 
xcept the very short punts,” said Shelly 

In fairness though, it should be pointed out that if Shelly had decided to 
take the night off, the Hornets still would have iost by seven because it was he 
who broke completely into the clear and took a 45-yard touchdown pass from 
Steve Armstrong for the only CSUS score mid-way through the second 
quarter 

The deep pass contrasted with the Hornets conservative approach in the 
previous senes, when they punted on fourth and two from the Bronco 37, 
after Jeff Canton had recovered a Bronco fumble at the 45. 

“They had a bump and run on,” said Shelly about the touchdown pass 
‘And when I saw the free safety come up, | automatically broke up the field.” 

The low score was an indication of how both defenses were able to 
dominate the yame and both coaches felt it was the result of the good 


defensive, rati.er than poor offensive play 


‘lenses were keyed up and coming hard,” said Bronco 
coach Roman Gav ‘el. “When you play a good, physical ball club on the 
road, it generally tur... out to be a low scoring ball game.” ‘ 

CSUS Coach Bob Mattos felt his defense played about as well as he could 
have hoped for. “Our defense played the guts out. I'm very happy with 
them. We just left them out to dry on the field for too long, we couldn't get any 
consistency in our offense.’ 

While the Hornets played a ‘bend but don’t break’ style, Pornona was able 
to stop CSUS cold for much of the night. The Broncos had a 16-10 lead in 1st 
downs and a big 80-53 edge in plays 

Pomona mounted what turned out to be the game's only impressive 
scoring drive late in the first quarter, moving 55 yards in 13 plays. They 
moved into the Hornet end of the field on the short passing of starting 
quarterback Fred Collins, who completed three in a row to get Pomona out of 
a second and 36 situation. Pete Del Duca capped the drive by going over 
trom the tw 

Failing at ball controi, the Hornets went for a big play attack and were 
successful on one out of four home-run tosses 

‘We had a couple of passes that were close to being touchdowns,” said 
Mattos. “They had one back (it was probably cornerback J.C. Peterson) who 
made three or four piays that you would normally not expect to see in this 
league 

A key factor in the Pomona delense was the containment of John Farley 
who rushed for only 67 yards on 15 carries. 

We went with our basic defenses,” said Gabriel, “but we played their

patrol of four students make nightly rounds of the five 
halls. The patrols are under direct supervision of the 
Department of Public Safety, and maintain constant radio 
communication with the officers on duty 

Webbenhurst said workshops and seminars for resi- 
dents will be scheduled this year. Topics will focus on rape 
prevention, women’s self-defense, mace, and theft pre- 
ventbon 

The Department of Public Safety with an operating 
budget of $64,000, employs 14 sworn officers. Four offic 
ers man the day shift with three patrolmen on both the 


swing and graveyard shifts 

The department also has eight parking officers, four 
dispatchers and a secretary on duty. Student assistants 
drive trams, guard the bicycle compound, and relieve the 
dispatchers. The Night Escort Service answers from 25 to 
80 calls per mght 

The Public Safety Building also contains a small deten- 
tion room to house prisoners until they are transported to 
the county jail for booking. A computer communications 
systern with video screens let officers monitor sensitive 
areas — the cashier windows, computer terminals, busi-

At the local level 
there is a genuine and closer perception of what govern 


they perceive government,’ said Serna 
ment does for people or does to people.’ 

Hoping for a victory on Tuesday, Serna would like to 
break the idea that academics have a hard time winning 
politic al races he« ause they are per elyv ed as tk ”) aloof or 
elitist 

Although Serna has an educational background in 
political scence, he does not consider it to be a major asset 
According to Serna, a fundamental understanding of 
government and politics combined with the voters’ percep 
tion of a candidate commitment to serve the electorate is 
what is important to # candid. 

‘The assertion that because one has a collection of 
degrees makes one a better pobtician,” said Serna, ‘ts just 
functioning from total wnorance of the voters.’ 

Although Serna believes that it 1s possible to transtorm 
political analysis and theory into political practice, the City 
Council, rarely confronted with ideological questions, is 
mostly a “nuts and bolts government 
Serna said that if he is elected to the City Council, he 


would try to 


convert the City Council chambers into a 


classroom, and have his students attend the proceedings 
and participate with him on the City Council 

“It would be exciting for me as a teacher and politician 
in the sense that we may talk about certayn ideas in class 
and then test them tn a real lab 

ven though Serna beheves that political theory can be 
converted into political practice, he said that he lets his 
students decide whether the two can come together. Point 
ing to the ambivalence of the democratic political theory 
Serna acknowledges that both the best and the most med) 
ocre are elected
